The vital statistics returns for week ending the 31st 
Jul * 1948 for towns with a population of 30,000 and over 
have been received in reapoot of 140 towns (180 towns out of 
182 in India and 16 towns out of 30 in Indian States). The 
estimated mid-year population of these 146 towns ia 18,643, 
922. The births and death* recorded in these towns 
numbered 12,559 and 6,528 representing birth and death 
rates of 39 5 and 20 5 per thousand of the population respec- 
tively. 

(A) Indian The births and deaths recorded in towns 
of India were 11,530 and 5,908 giving birth and death rates 
of 40 8 and 20 ’ 9 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The three towns, namely, Pandharpur and Band in Bombay 
Preaidcn -j and Shillong in Assam recorded high death rate of 
63*3; 55*7; and 59 *0 pur thousand of the population respec- 
tively. The high death rate** of these Ihree towns were not 
due to an v of the specified causes. 

There were 76 deaths from cholera and 26 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during the week

under review. The distribution of oholera deaths was as fol- 
lows : Salem recorded 11; Amalner and Ajmer 8 eaoh ; Tenali 
5; Raipur, Nellore and Vellore 4 eaoh ; Agra, Ahmebad&d 
and Ahmednager 3 eaoh ; Kanpur, Nadi ad, Ellore, Madras 
Tiruvannamalai, Kurnool and Gauhati 2 eaoh ; Ludhiana 
SitapuL Gorakhpur, Etawah, Ferozabad, Cuttack, Bilaspur, 
MamUpatam and Madma one eaoh. The towns reported 
deaths from smallpox were Banarfts and Bombay 5 eaoh ; 
Ahmedahad 4 ; Gorakhpur 3 ; Allahabad, Etawah, Sambhal, 
Bilaspur, Akola, Chanda, Pandharpnr, Ajmer and Bo a war 
one each . 

(B) Indian States. — The births aod deaths recorded in 
townN in fnliaa States were 1,029 and 620, representing 
birth and death rates of 29’1 and I7‘5 per thousand of the 
population respectively. No town recorded a death rate of 50 
or over per thousand of the population. There was only One 
death from smallpox reoorded in Jodhpur city. There was 
no death from oholera and plague during the week under 
review*
